BULLS SCARCE 


Only 32 Animals Were 
Obtained On Recent 
Buying Trip 


The ravages of war recently had 
a far reaching effect on the Up­ 
per 
Peninsula 
Dairy 
Industry 
when buyers representing the Up­ 


per Peninsula Development Bu­ 
reau and Michigan State College 
and Department of 
Agriculture 
seeking to 
purchase 
purebred 
bulls for improvement of Upper 
Peninsula dairy herds, found it 
difficult to make such purchases 
because of a similar buying trip 
made just previously to the same 
lower Michigan counties by agents 
for dairy interests of Holland and 
Belgium. 
It was particularly hard for the 
Development Bureau's buyers to 
purchase Holsteins because many 
of the Holsteins on the 
market 
were bought for shipment to the 
low countries where 
the 
breed 


was developed originally. 
This was the second 
buying 
trip made in an effort to purchase 
more than 200 purebred bulls and 
heifers ordered by Upper Penin­ 
sula dairy farmers. 
Geaorge E. Bishop. Secretary- 
Manager of the Upper Peninsula 
Development Bureau 
said 
that 
onlq 32 animals were purchased 
on the recent buying trip, most 
of them sires, bringing the total 
purchased to date this year to 128. 
He said it was apparent that at 
least 80 orders, mostly for heifers, 
will go unfilled. No further buy­ 
ing trips are contemplated this 
year. 


Bishop said that black market 
prices being paid for veal, in ad­ 
dition to the buying for breeding 
purposes of Holstein for Belgium 
and Holland, 
made 
purchasing 
difficult. 
George McIntyre, Upper Penin­ 
sula dairy specialist, Dr. 
B. 
J. 
Killham, state veterinary, assist­ 
ed by other vets of Michigan State 
College, and Claude Bishop, rep­ 
resenting the Development Bu­ 
reau, made the buying trip.
